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Coptic, Late Egyptian 

A very neat diachronic picture is completed by the evidence in Late 
Egyptian for the existence of a temporal-conditional form of topicalization 
(i.e. turning a verb-form from the status of logical predicate into a logical 
subject, “glose" in a Cleft Sentence) 2 . Thus we have a symmetrically opposite 
analogue to the Coptic phenomenon (note also the temporal value of the Second 
Perfect in Bohairic:
